FAVOR EXCLUSION 
OF JAPANESE 


Federation of Labor Goes on Re 
cord. Irish Issue Stirs 
Meeting. 


Denver, 
June 
22—The American 
Federation of Labor Convention yes­ 
terday went on record as favoring to­ 
tal exclusion of Japanese and other 
Orientals from the "Unite&~States. 
The 
Executive Council 
was 
in­ 
structed to take steps to prevent any 
modification of the Chinese exclusion 
act. 
They were also urged to work 
for the repeal of the ‘‘gentlemen’s 
agreement” with Japan. 
“The ‘Gentlemen’s agreement* has 
proven to 
be 
a failure because the 
Japanese in a cunning and stealthy 
manner have outwitted the intent of 
the law,” said the approved declara­ 
tion. 
“In California alone there are 
over 100,000 Japanese.” 
,A hitter oratorical fight over the 
Irish question was precipitated on the 
floor of the convention late yesterday 
and was at its height when President 
Samuel Gompers adjourned the con­ 
vention until this morning. 
Haps Ship Board On Open Shop 
The government was charged with 
“fostering and perpetuating” the non­ 
union 
shop in a 
resolution adopted 
by the convention commending the 
seamen’s union for refusing to sub­ 
mit to the alleged “open shop” pol­ 
icy of the 
United States 
Shipping 
Board. 
The Federation declined to go into 
the motion-picture business, at least 
for the present. A resolution author­ 
izing establishment of a studio for 
producing educational films in behalf 
of labor and provision for a string of 
theatres in which to display them 
was referred to the executive council 
for investigation and report back to 
the next convention.
